DECISIONS OF. THE N.S.W. 
ASSOCIATION. 


The New South Wales Associa- 
tion made many important decis- 
ions at its last Council meeting. 
They include the following:— 


(1) That the following amended 
itinerary for the Queensland visit 
to this State in June be approved: 


Queensland leave Brisbane May 
31st. 


Play Armidale on June 1st. 

Play Newcastle on June 8rd. 

Play N.S.W..at Sydney on June 
5th, 


Play South Coast on June 7th. 
Play Metropolis at Sydney on 
June 10th. 


(Only one test match to be 
played.) 


(2) That no other matches under 
Soccer jurisdiction be allowed in 
the metropolitan area on May 6th 
excepting those on Wentworth Park 
Oval. 


(3) That Mr. Salmon, hon, secre- 
tary New Zealand Association, be 
advised of acceptance of their 
terms, which provided for the team 
leaving Sydney on May 20th. 

(4) That £150 be loaned to the 
N.D.B.F.A. towards the cost of 
erecting a grandstand at the Tram- 
way Ground, Newcastle. 

(5) That the M.S.F.A. be given 
permission to take a representative 
team to Newcastle on June 5th and 
that the N.D.B.F.A. be given per- 
mission to return the visit on the 
27th June. ‘ 

(6) That the referees for Gar- 
diner and Richardson Cup semi- 
finals and finals, also inter-State 
matches, be selected by the N.S.W. 
Council; that in all other cases the 
referee be appointed by the Ref- 
erees’ Association of the local con- 
trolling association; that each ref- 
erees’ association be asked to sub- 
mit three names to the Council, so 
as to facilitate the selection, in 
those cases where the N.S.W. As- 
sociation. makes the appointment. 

(7) That the programme for 
Wentworth Park on May 6th be as 
follows:— 

Granville Under Sixteens v. 
Metropolitan Under Sixteens, 
at 12.30 pm. 


South Coast v. Metropolis, at 
1.45 p.m. 


Newcastle: v. Metropolis at 
3.15 p.m. 


(8) That the Australian and State 
selectors be invited to be present 
on May 6th and that the touring 
side be selected, if possible, that 
night. 


NEW ZEALAND TOUR. 
Players Available. 


Already many prominent players 
have indicated to Mr. Syd. Storey, 
the hon. secretary of the New South 
Wales Association, that they are 
available for the New Zealand trip. 
There may be, however, many who 
are available who have neglected to 
inform the Association, The. last 
opportunity is before 7 o’clock on 
Monday night, the 1st May, because 
the teams for the inter-district 
matches will be selected on that 
night and probably only those who 
take part in these matches will be 
considered for selection. The five 
selectors, Messrs. Cunningham, 
Tamlyn, Lukeman, Carroll and 
Storey will be present, as well as 
the Queensland representatives on 
the Australian Selection Committee, 
Messrs. Campbell and Kendall. 

It will be probably a unique event 
to see the 44 players engaged on 
Wentworth Park Oval that day 
fighting for one of the eight posi- 
tions in the Australian team. 


N.S.W. v. NEW ZEALAND. 


It is interesting to note, in view 
of the coming tour of New Zealand, 
that a New South Wales side visit- 
ed there in 1904 and played nine 
matches, of which they won five, 
lost two and drew two. New Zea- 
land visited New South Wales the 
following year, when they played 
11 games, winning five, losing two 
and drawing in two. Of the five 
test matches, New South Wales has 
won three and drawn two. The 
game in New Zealand is making 
great strides just now, and many 
good judges who have visited there 
within the last few years are of the 
opinion that our very best team will 
have to be sent if it is to be 


successful. 
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PROMINENT PLAYERS. 
Albert (“Dutchy”) Phillips. 


The Balmain Fernleigh forward 
line has been considerably 
strengthened by the inclusion of 
Phillips as inside right. Albert 
Phillips, late of the champion West 
Wallsend combination and formerly 
of Annandale, is generally recog- 
hised as a young player who should 
make a big hit in representative 
games of the near future. Posses- 
sing a fair turn of speed, Phillips is 
equally at home in any forward 
position, and is one of the soundest 
shots playing the game, 

In Metropolitan Junior circles 
Dutchy holds the record number of 
goals secured by an _ individual 
player; during the 1918 season he 
obtained 49 out of 73 goals netted 
by Annandale, winners of the under 
16 competition. 

Soccer fans who were present at 
the last Gardiner Cup final, Gran- 
ville versus West Wallsend, will re- 
member the fine understanding 
which existed throughout between 
the inside trio of the Newcastle 
team—Sinclair, Maunder, and 
Phillips~each of whom registered 
a goal. 

Last season Phillips represented 
for Neweastle against the visiting 
Queensland eleven, and in the 
writer’s opinion should again catch 
the eye of the Metropolitan and 
State selectors. 


“ENTHUSIAST.” 


E, LOVERIDGE, 


Perhaps the most popular player 
with soccer enthusiasts at the pre- 
sent time is Teddy Loveridge, the 
diminutive right-half for Pyrmont. 

Loveridge has represented for the 
past two seasons and, undoubtedly, 
stands on his own as the code’s 
best half-back. Particularly sound 
in defence and very tricky, Teddy 
manipulates the ball with uncanny 
judgment. 

His transfer from Annandale to 
Pyrmont last season was an ac- 
quisition which went a long way to 
enable that club to achieve premier- 
ship honours, 

It is to be regretted that Love- 
ridge will not be available for the 
coming New Zealand tour.

COMPETITION RULES. 
Players Eligible for Second Grade.

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ORGANISATION. 


Ths Soccer Code is probably fur- 
ther advanced in the direction of 
decentralised control than any 
other similar sporting body in this 
State, and it is proposed here to 
give a slight resume of the func- 
tions and activities of the various 
Associations. The New South Wales 
Association has jurisdiction over 
inter-State, inter-district and State 
championship matches. Interna- 
tional football is arranged and con- 
trolled by the recently re-inaugur- 
ated. Commonwealth Football As- 
sociation, which each of the associa- 
tions affiliated to the New South 
Wales Association control their 
own local competitions. Of these 
the. Metropolitan Association, the 
Northern Districts Association, and 
the Dlawarra District Associations 
are easily the strongest, and their 
activities are well-known, The 
South Maitland British Football As- 
sociation and the Western Districts 
Association (headquarters at Lith- 
gow) are the only other associa- 
tions catering for senior feotball. 
The S.M.B.F.A, has not for the past 
couple of years: conducted a 1st 
Grade Competition, but 2nd Graders 
and 8rd Graders (all-age juniors) 
are provided for. In addition, suc- 
cessful junior competitions are con- 
ducted. Greater advancement may 
be looked for in ‘this centre in 
future, owing to the acquisition by 
the S.M.B.F.A, of a home ground 
situated néar the Weston. Railway 
Station. The W.D.S.F.A., owing to 
the general industrial -slackness at 
their headquarters, which’ has had 
a depressing effect on their compe- 
titious, has not advanced far as 


regards senior football. The junior : 


football is more virile, however, 
and we may expect here a general 
improvement shortly.

The idea 
of a club secretary retaining a list 
of the opposing club’s players is 
that in the case of a dispute, he has 
in his possession a certified list, 
from which he can, if he so desires, 
institute inquiries, and satisfy him- 
self as to the bona-fides of the 
opposing players.

MS.F.A”S PLAYERS’. INSURANCE FUND. 
Rules and Bye-Laws. 
1. The Metropolitan Soccer Football Association hereby inaugurates an Insurance 
Fund for the monetary assistance of players injured whilst playing, as hereinafter 


provided. > 


2. Claims will only be considered from duly registered players on books of the 
Metropolitan Soccer Football Association, injured whilst playing in games sanctioned 
by the aforesaid Association, and/or the New South Wales Soccer. Football Association. 


3. On inauguration, the M.S.F. Association shall subsidise the Fund to the extent 


of a fifty pounds (£50) donation. 


4. Claimant must make personal report of accident to Management Committee of 
that Association not later than the M onday. following such accident, and at the same 
time hand in written report, endorsed by the Captain and Hon. Secretary or Officer of 
the Club, and accompanied by a medical certificate. In the event of the player being 
unable, through being incapacitated, to personally report to the Management Committee, 
same is to be notified, when written report may be accepted from claimant or from some 
person with his (claimant’s) authority: and on his behalf, 


5. No claim will be allowed where player takes part in any game, within cight 
(8) days after receiving injury, for which claim is made. The fund shall be administered 
by the Management Committee, who shall all be the Trustees of the Fund. Subscription 
shall be five shillings (5/-) per player per season (as understood by the MS.F.A.), entit- 
ling a player to an allowance of one pound (£1) per week, or ten shillings (10/-) per 


player per season, entitling him to a two pounds (£2) per week allowance,: No player 


Shall be allowed to subscribe more than ten shillings (10/-). 


6. Allowances will not be made to any one player for more than thirteen (13) 
weeks in all in any one season. 


7. In the event of claims at any time absorbing all income, further benefits shall 
cease, and members subseribe on this understanding. 


8. Any claimant claiming allowance for any period beyond one-week, shall produce 
a renewed or further medical certificate, which, in the view of the Management Committee, 
justifies a further allowance, and go on from week to week.
